The Missouri State Federation 
Had It Today. 


GOVERNOK IS CRITICISED 


The Kansas 
Printers' and Press­ 
men's Strike Takes Up the 
Moriiiiig* Hour. 


It was 9 ;o5 o’clock this morning 
Î 
when the second day’s session of 
the Missouri State Federation of 
Labor wa« called to order by Pres­ 
ident Bradley, a large majority of 
the delegates answering to roll 
call, 
despite the fact that they 
were 
in 
attendance 
at 
the 
“ smoker,” referred to in detail 
elsewhere in the D e m o c r a t, until 
after the m idnight hour last night. 
The session was one of the live­ 
liest that Sedalia has known in 
m any years, and before the noon 
adjournment many side lights were 
turned on politics as manipulated 
in Kansas City. 
The minutes of yesterday’s pro­ 
ceedings were read and approved. 
Delegate Krumm, of St. Joseph, 
submitted the report of the legisla­ 
tive committee,which was received 
§nd concurred in. 
It requests, 
^ 
among other things, the legislature 
7 to enact a law creating the office of 
boiler inspector. 
A . A . Duke, of Kansas City, 
recommended the adoption of the 
annual reports of President Brad­ 
ley and Secretary-Treasurer H o w ­ 
ard, 
referred to in 
yesterday’s 
D e m o c r a t. 
The first report was taken up seri­ 
atim for discussion and it was evi­ 
dent that there was a dynamite 
^ 
mine about to be exploded. 
The committee had endorsed the 
president in giving Gov. Stephens 
a “ roast” for his commissioning 
employers of scab printers in K an ­ 
sas City as colonel and lieutenant 
colonel, respectively, of the Third 
regiment, N . G. M ., while the 
printers and pressmen of Kansas 
C ity are on a strike, in the face of 
the protest of organized labor, and 
had recommended that the same be 
printed and given the widest pos­ 
sible publicity. 
Delegate Parker, of St. Louis, 
^ 
spoke earnestly in favor of endors- 
I 
ing the committee’s recommenda­ 
tions. 
Delegate Anderson said if he 
was looking for some excuse to de­ 
nounce the governor he would se­ 
lect some other than that chosen 
by the committee. 
He thought all 
scab printers should be assigned to 
* 
the state militia. 
President Bradley denied that he 
had brought the printers’ strike 
into discussion in order to de- 
f 
nounce Gov. Stephens. 
H e did it 
( 
in justice to organized labor, he 
said, and he had no excuse to offer. 
^ 
F red Fleming, named as colonel of 
' 
the regiment, was handled without 
gloves, and attention was called to 
the fact that the Printers’ Union 
of St. Louis had voted $300 a week 
to assist the striking printers in 
Kansas City in w inning their fight. 
President Bradley’s remarks were 
heartily applauded. 
A . A . Duke, of Kansas City, 
chairman of the committee to which 


the president’s report was referred, 
said if Gov. Stephens had held up 
the commission of Fred Fleming, a 
tin soldier, as colonel of the Third 
regiment, the printers would have 
won their strike inside of forty- 
eight hours. R ather than have had 
his commission withheld, Mr. Duke 
said, E'leming would have signed 
any kind of an agreement that the 
striking printers demanded of him. 
There was also liberal applause at 
the close of Mr. D uke’s remarks. 
Mr. Askew, of Joplin, said he 
was opposed to militarism in all 
of its forms, notwithstanding he 
had been in three wars. 
He was 
bitter in his denunciation not only 
of Gov. Stepberts, but also of the 
whole system of militarism now 
ram pant in this country. 
M. C. Byrne, of Kansas City, 
thought the report did not go quite 
far enough. 
It ought to have gone 
after the men in the Third regi­ 
ment who voted for the election of 
Col. Fleming and Lieut. Col. C. C. 
Lechtman. 
He called attertion to the fact 
that one union printer, one union 
retail clerk and one union leather 
worker in the regiment had voted 
for the obnoxious scabs, and for 
this reason he thought they, too, 
ought to have been condemned. 
President 
Bradley 
wanted 
to 
know why these three men voted 
for Fred Fleming. 
Mr. Byrne answered that he had 
heard the union printer had voted 
for Fleming because it was under­ 
stood that the printer, a man named 
Kelly, captain of Co. C, had been 
“ seen,” and was to be provided for 
in the way of a good job. 
Delegate 
Hendricks, 
of 
St. 
Louis, thought this question had 
put the federation 
in 
a pretty 
pickle. 
He did not believe any 
union printer had ever held a cap­ 
taincy in the state militia. 
The 
speaker was heartily in favor of 
denouncing the governor for com­ 
missioning a scab printer. 
F. A. Allen, of Kansas City, 
said the disclosure of Mr. Byrne 
in regard to a union printer voting 
for Fleming was news to the mem­ 
bers 
of 
Kansas 
City 
T y po ­ 
graphical 
Union No. 
80. 
Mr. 
Allen then reviewed the printers’ 
strike in Kansas City, and said 
that Lechtman, whom the governor 
appointed lieutenant colonel of the 
Third regiment, was president of 
the Kansas City Typotheta*, which 
is fighting the striking printers 
and pressmen. 
Governor 
Stephens, 
in 
his 
younger days, set type, said Mr. 
Allen, but there is no record of his 
ever having belonged to the T ypo­ 
graphical Union. 
Delegate Brandt, of the Cigar- 
makers’ 
Union, St. 
Louis, said 
there ’ was food for 
reilection in 
the subject under discussion, and 
he thought the governor had laid 
himself liable 
to censure in the 
E'leming-Lechtman case. 
Delegate Connolly, of St. Louis, 
said Governor Stephens was not 
responsible for the militia laws of 
Missouri. 
The legislature is the 
body to be held responsible. 
To 
this extent, the governor should be 
exonerated. 
He then told of a 
conversation he had with a demo­ 
cratic national committeman from 
Missouri, 
in 
which 
he 
had 
invoked that gentleman’s aid in 
getting Fleming to arbitrate the 
Kansas City matter. 
The com­ 
mitteeman said he had no influence

with Fleming, but Gov. Stephens 
had, and he thought if the governor 
was appealed to by organized labor 
he would leave nothing undone to 
get Fleming into line. 
Mr. Con­ 
nolly thought the recommendations 
of the committee censuring Gov. 
Stephens should be endorsed by 
the federation. 
Dave 
L. Guyette, 
of Kansas 
City, said some surprises had been 
sprung on him by the discussion, 
but the greatest of all was that 
there should be any objection to 
the adoption of the committee’s 
report. 
The governor had com­ 
missioned Fleming and Letchman 
with undue haste, to say the least. 
Resolutions of protest were passed 
and printed as fast as possible, but 
despite 
this 
fact 
the governor 
signed the commissions 
of 
the 
two 
obnoxious 
gentlemen. 
It 
was the duty of the federation to 
denounce the governor iff unmeas­ 
ured terms. 
Fleming, the speaker 
said, had caused the defeat of the 
union label law at the last session 
of the legislature, and the votes he 
controlled to that end were known 
as Stephens advocates. 
Delegate Parker, of St. Louis, 
was in favor of endorsing the re­ 
port of President Ikadleji and the 
committee to 
w-hich it was re­ 
ferred. 
Delegate Lewis, of Kansas City, 
said President Bradley was not a 
printer and was not acting for 
Typographical union No. 8o, of 
Kansas City, in this matter,but was 
acting for 
the entire federation. 
Gov. 
Stephens 
had issued the 
commissions 
of 
Fleming 
and 
Lechtman 
so 
hastily, 
Mr. 
Lewis 
said, 
in 
order 
to 
“ beat out” the protests that were 
being filed, and thus give organized 
labor throughout the state of Mis­ 
souri a slap in the face. 
Militar­ 
ism is here, said the speaker, and 
we have got to face it, so let’s get 
in as officers of the militia men as 
friendly to organized labor as pos­ 
sible. 
NIr. Lewis referred to Fred Flem­ 
ing as a “ political grafter,” who 
had defeated the union label bill, 
and who would take the Third 
regiment out at the slightest provo­ 
cation to shoot 
down organized 
labor. 
The speaker said 
that 
Gov. 
Stephens, when he retired from of­ 
fice, would be even deader than 
Grover Cleveland. 
Mr. Lewis be­ 
came exceedingly earnest during 
the course of his remarks, 
and 
promised that if any union printer 
in the Third regiment voted for 
Fleming for colonel he would be 
handled without gloves. 
Third regiment commissions had 
been held up for two and three 
months, but in the case of Fleming 
and 
Lechtman 
the commissions 
were issued inside of thirty-six

As one result of the elec­ 
tion there have been fifty-nine in­ 
dictments for illegal voting and 
one man, Dr. Vozques, has been 
convicted. 
H e announces that he 
will appeal to the United States 
supreme court. 


I n speaking of the paper trust 
and the bill to put paper and wood- 
pulp on the free list, the Moberly 
Monitor says : “ On general princi­ 
ples this trust does not differ from 
the thousand other trusts that are 
squeezing the people, except that 
it directly affects the newspapers 
without giving them a chance to 
recoup. 
Six months ago this trust 
began its spoilation, and today the 
white paper on which papers are 
printed costs just one-half more 
than it did. 
This is a pure and 
simple steal from the newspapers 
by virtue of the Dingley tariff. 
The newspapers promise to fight 
this steal at the fountain head on 
the floors of congress.

proposing to lighten the burden of 
taxation. 
The bad blunder which 
Mr. Gage committed last year 
w hen he sold 
$ 300,000,000 of 
bonds, instead of limiting the sale 
to |io©,ooo,ooo, says the. Boston 
Herald, has borne bitter fruit alike 


to the treasury and the business 
community. 
It has cost the for­ 
mer about $3,ooo,cxx) through an 
utterly unjustifiable waste of inter­ 
est, a loss which is still running 
on, and it led to an enormous ex­ 
pansion of government deposits in 
the national baaks, thus encour­ 
aging these institutions, and, in­ 
deed, almost compelling them, to 
go out on the street a-hunting for 
borrowers and to offer loans in a 
reckless spirit. A fter that chasten­ 
ing experience of the grievous con­ 
sequence of enlarging 
deposits 
Secretary Gage ought to shrink 
from a repetition of the experi­ 
ment. 
The best method, the only 
sound method, of dealing with a 
big surplus revenue, in the absence 
of bonds that can be called, is to 
cut down taxation till the income 
and expenditures are brought w ith­ 
in a reasonable distance of bal­ 
ancing one another. 


L ea k y is a great man. Leary is 
governor of Guam. 
Leary doesn’t 
stop with being governor; he gov­ 
erns. 
Every little while, says the 
Post-Dispatch, 
Leary proclaims. 
He has proclaimed the abolition of 
slavery and polygamy. Doth of 
which twin relics flourished in 
Guam before Leary began to gov­ 
ern. 
Then he proclaimed against 
drunkenness and the exportation 
of things good to eat. 
A fter that 
he designated holidays by procla­ 
mation and reduced the number of 
public celebrations and feast days 
in a fashion that made the friars’ 
eyes bulge out, and the simple isl­ 
anders wondered what they were 
going to do for playtime. 
Leary, 
in short, has proclaimed Guam into 
a state of sobriety, thrift, industry, 
morality and justice.

MARMADUKE MONUMENT, 


Plans to Fulfill the Legislature’s 
Enactraent, 


The Fortieth general assembly 
made an appropriation of $1,500 
for the erection of a monument in 
the state’s cemetery at the capital 
over the body of Gov. John S. 
Marmaduke, who died at the m an­ 
sion while in office. 
, 
The commission to execute this 
work is composed of Gov. Steph­ 
ens, Auditor Seibert and Secretary 
Lesueur. 
In accordance with this 
act, they are now maturing plans 
for the erection of as handsome a 
monument as the money can buy, 
made of Missouri granite. 
The board met yesterday and or­ 
ganized by the election of Gov.

PRINTEKS’ STRIKE. 


Delegate Talka About the One 
In Kansas City. 


THE STRIKERS WILL WIN 


At Least That Is the Way “Tony 
Duke Sizes It Up, aad fie 
Ought to Know. 


yf 


A , A . Duke, better know n as 
“ T o ny ” 
Duke, is attending the 
Missouri State Federation of Labor 
meeting as a delegate from the 
Kansas City Industrial Council. 
H e is one of the best known print­ 
ers in the west and operates a type­ 
setting m achine in the Kansas City 
W orld office. 
T w enty years ago “ T o n y ” was 
recognized as one of the swiftest 
compositors in the country, as he 
was also one of the best. 
Speak­ 
ing of the job printers’ and press­ 
m en’s strike in Kansas City, which 
has been in progress several weeks, 
“ T o ny ” said to a D e m o c r a t re­ 
porter today : 
“ The printers and pressmen are 
as certain to win as the sun is to 
shine again. 
T he TypothetaEi, an 
organization of employing printers, 
has put up a strong fight, 
the 
strongest ever know n in Kansas 
C ity, but the people, the masses, 
are against them, and defeat in the 
end is inevitable. 
“ Nearly one hundred of the lead­ 
ing business men of Kansas City 
signed a petition asking the Typo- 
Ythetae to consent to arbitration, but 
the reply was, ‘W e have nothing 
to arbitrate,’ and this made many 
friends for the strikers. 
“ The printers wanted the job 
offices to recognize the demands of 
the pressmen who had gone out on 
a strike, but the Typothetae object­ 
ed, and hence the strike. Nineteen 
of the smaller job office* have fallen 
into line, but the members of the 
Typothetae say they will close up 
their shops before they will surren­ 
der. 
“ T hey m ight as well close up, as 
they are not doing any business. 
T hey send abroad and get print­ 
ers and pressmen, but the union 
soon gets hold of them, and they 
are only too glad to unite with the 
organization. 
“ A number of non-union men 
have been assaulted, but the union 
discourages any act of violence, 
and in nearly every instance inves­ 
tigation has shown that the as- 
' saults were committed by other 
than union printers. 
“ All branches of organized labor 
are standing shoulder to shoulder 
w ith the printers, 
and you can 
quote me a* saying that success is 
certain in the end, no m atter how 
long the fight may be prolonged.” 
Speaking of President Bradley’s 
criticism of Gov. Stephens for his 
appointm ent of non-union employ- 
#^*ng printers in Kansas City as col­ 
onel and lieutenant colonel of the 
T hird regiment, N . G. M., M r. 
D uke said : 
“ I lay down to no one in the 
soundness of my democracy, but 1 
am w ith Bradley ia his criticism of 
the governor. 
All branches of or­ 
ganized labor protested against the 
appointment*, but in*tead of giv­ 
ing the m atter the least investiga­ 
tion the governor hurried to an­ 
nounce the names so distasteful to 
the labor organizations of Kansas 
City, and these same labor repre­ 
sentatives will have something to 
say when Governor Stephens seeks 
to become the successor of United 


States Senator George G. V est.” 
Mr. Duke *ays the Kansas City 
Times 
has been 
materially im­ 
proved under the management of 
Secretary of State A. A . Lesueur, 
the editor in chief, and its sub­ 
scription list is growing rapidly. 


BRITISH \lCTORY. 
QREAT AUCTION SALE 


The Boers Were Repulsed in an At­ 
tack on Ladysmith. 


The following is a brief sum­ 
mary of the latest news from the 
seat of war in South A fric a : 
W hite has reported 
to Buller 
that after seventeen hours of hard 
fighting the Boers attacking Lady­ 
smith were repulsed. 
He estimates that the losses of 
the burghers were far heavier than 
his own. 
The fighting he describes as ter­ 
rific. 
The Boers charged and took 
trenches three times, only to be 
turned out by the British charges. 
A t nightfall the burghers were 
driven from 
a line of 
trenches 
which they had held throughout 
the day. 
Expert opinion 
in London is 
that 
W hite has only succeeded 
temporarily in standing off the 
Boers and that unless Buller forces 
his way to Ladysmith at once that 
fortress must fall. 
Mail descriptions of the first 
battle at the Tugela river show 
that the Boers upset every plan 
made by the British. 
Even the 
fords were dammed until they had 
ten feet of water where the British 
expected to find the stream knee 
deep. 
Gen. French has sent the Essex 
regiment to replace the Suffolks, 
indicating to military experts that 
the latter is in disgrace. 
It was the 
Suffolk regiment 
which suffered the reverse at Coles- 
berg, losing one of its companies. 
A letter received in London says 
that Gatacre with his own revolver 
shot to death the spy who misled 
the British at Stormberg.

Seclalia Pays a Tribute to Or­ 
ganized Labor. 


A SPLENDID PROGRAMME 


The YisltiDsr Delesrates to the Federa- 
tion eivbn a Royal Time 
Last Nigbt. 


One of the pleasant features of 
the ninth annual meeting of the 
Missouri State Federation of Labor 
was the “ smoker” tendered the 
guests in the Klks’ hall last night. 
Hon. H enry Lamm, in the pres­ 
ence of over a hundfed gentlemen, 
acted as toastmaster, and did jus­ 
tice to his part on the programme 
in his usual brilliant style. 
In making a few side remarks, 
Mr. Lamm stated that, on account 
of the length of the programme, 
the speakers would be limited to 
three minutes each. 
He introduc­ 
ed the first speaker. Mayor Over­ 
street, and, as the programme pro­ 
gressed, he complimented the va­ 
rious speakers upon their ability 
and their success. 
Mayor Overstreet, in responding 
to the toast, “ Our Guests,” told of 
the honest, conscientious and earn­ 
est workers that composed organ­ 
ized lab o r; of the good that it had 
done at home and how much good 
it had done the world. 
He refer­ 
red to the success of organized 
labor and of its success hundreds 
of years ago. 
“ I am glad, indeed, to welcome 
you, gentlem en,” said he, “ and 
trust you will eat, drink and be 
merry while here. 
The city is 
yours to do as you wish, and I 
hope you will make the most of 
the opportunity.” 
Mayor Overstreet’s address was 
followed with a solo by Mr. Brown 
Harris, sung in his usual beautiful 
manner, with Prof. Tiede at the 
piano. 
The next speaker of the evening 
yvas Mr. C. W . Krumm, of St. J o ­ 
seph, who spoke on “ Lawyers and 


pelled to tell in three minutes what 
he has learned in fifty years.” 
H e referred to the pension sys­ 
tem on the Pennsylvania railroad, 
and thoroughly analyzed the pen­ 
sion problem, much to the admira­ 
tion and satisfaction of tbe atten­ 
tive listeners.

tenor singers. 
“ Trusts and Organized Labor” 
was the next topic for discussion 
by W . W . Cato, of St. Louis. He 
was absent, and Mr. Dave Guyett, 
of the Kansas City Star, was sub­ 
stituted. 
Mr. Guyett said he was unpre­ 
pared for such an occasion, but 
would do his best, and would apol­ 
ogize for all mistakes. 
He said that out of the 100,000 
toasts he had responded to and the 
million and a half speeches he had 
made, he had never before had the 
pleasure of responding to such an 
eloiiuent invitation as had been 
tendered him by Mr. Lamm.

ANIMALS REDISCOVERED. 
; 
a ‘ ' 
Two* Important Finds of Interest to" the 
^ 
Naturalists. 
^ 
Every one wlio is solicitous for tlie 
preservation and proleetion of van­ 
ishing bird fauna will hear witii in­ 
terest of tlie rediscovery m a r Inver­ 
cargill of i\Iantc]Fs 
noturni<, 
the 
large, iliglilless gallinuls of New Zea­ 
land. 
Liitle 111 ore than 
50 
years 
have elapsed sinee ilic 
I'ciics of 
this creature were sent to Inigiand, 
and deterniined by rro f. Ovien to be- 
long to a bird of tlie rail fainily, of 
which wc have in BritaOi seven ex­ 
amples; four of tliem, the landrail, 
the water rail, tke coot ami the moor 
hen, being generally familinr, while 
the other three are more or less fre­ 
quent visitors to our islands. As the 
imperfect skull on which Owen based 
bis opinion was clearly fossil, it was 
believed that the bird was extinct, 
but within two years a couple of skins 
were »ent to En<iland l)v Walter i\Ian- 
O 
V 
tell, son of the eminent paleontolo­ 
gist, and in 1850 the father had the 
satisfaction of bringing before 
the 
Zoological society the results of his 
son's llnds, which are now to be seen 
in the bird gallery of the Xaturfll 11 is- 
tory inuseiim. 
From these specimens visitors may 
see wliat the notornis was like; while, 
in addition to iilustralion in Sir Wcd- 
ter Biillen's "‘Birds of Xcw Zealand," 
which appeals to ornithologists, tlieve 
have been published ligiires of the 
birds in books intended for the gen­ 
eral 
public; 
Ihifortunately, 
the 
bones of these two examples were not 
preserved, so that our national col­ 
lection is witlioiit a skeleton, though 
there is one, tlie skull of which is im­ 
perfect, in Dresden, and anoilier in 
D unedin museum. 
The redi^coverv 
V 
of the bird may perhaps give ri.^e to 
hopes, scarcely Hkcly to be realized, 
of the retention of tliis form for some 
time longer in the Xew Zealand avi­ 
fauna. 
From tlie nature of the case 
it seems hardly possible 
to 
adopt 
measures of protect ion for tlie 
few 
straggders 
that 
may yet survive, 
though the legislators and scientific 
men at the anti|)odes should be able 
to take sucli measures as will insure 
the iKilization to the full of all ma­ 
terial that mav come to liand.
